But He 
is faithful through sickness, through 
health, through poverty and through 
wealth, through sorrow, through joy. 
He is faithful all the day long, one on 
whom you can rely. Trust Him, He will 
never deceive you. Trust Him, He will

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A Book of Books 





S. W. Latimer, General Overseer 


Thousands of years ago it was said, 
“Of making many books, there is no 
end.” If it was true then, how much 
more true it is in these days, when 
the printing press is pouring forth a 
ceaseless stream of books. Yet among 
all the books ever written, the Bible 
is by far the most precious. 

The world is full of books of every 
kind and character, written by men 
of every land and profession, and yet 
none of them can for one moment 
compare with this one Book. It re- 
cords history, the oldest in the world 
reaching back to the creation of all 
things. Many recorded events once de- 
scribed by the Bible critics as not 
only improbable but impossible have 
been proven authentic by discovery, 
in recent years of records and tablets 
buried for thousands of years in the 
ruins of cities and palaces of kings 
who lived at the same time as_ the 
events in the Bible history occurred. 

Many of its prophecies uttered 
thousands of years before have had 
their fulfillment in a wonderful man- 
ner, and others point still to the fu- 
ture. No other book presents so lofty 
conception of the relation of the Crea- 
tor to the human family as does the 
Bible, God walking and talking and 
thru His Son dying for men. Nor can 
any other book compare with it in its 
influence on and uplift of mankind. 

AUTHORS 

We speak of the Bible as one book. 
In reality, however, it is a small li- 
brary, a set of sixty-six books, smaller 
and larger, that have been bound in 
one volume. They have various au- 
thors, numbering about thirty-six in 
all. The otdest of these is Moses, the 
Hebrew prophet and jJawgiver. He 
wrote about 1500 years before Christ. 

Many of these authors were un- 
learned men, yet there came from the 
strokes of their rude pens, characters 
immortal, everlasting characters, that 
stand like rocks among the waves of 
time, created in a few words, by a 
bare record of great things said and 
done. The latest author is John the 
Evangelist, who wrote Revelation one 
hundred years after Christ. So we see 
the Bible was 1600 years in prepara- 
tion. No other single book has a chron- 
ological record as this. 

COUNTRY 


Furthermore, it is worthy of notice 
that everyone of the writers of the 
Bible with the exceptions of St. Luke 
was a Jew. In other words, they were 
Assyrian descent. They were not call- 
ed Jews until after they received their 
allotment and the tribe of Judah be- 
came strong and settled in God. The 
beloved physician alone was a Gen- 
tile. From this we see how great a 
débt the world owes to the Jewish 
nation for its wonderful contribution 
to the religious literature of the world. 

LITERATURE 
All the literature of Greece, the 


most cultured of the peoples of the 
old world, cannot match this wonder- 
ful Book in respect to poetry, phil- 
osophy, history, or narrative. If you 
want vivid narrative, such that takes 
hold of the heart, where can you find 
anything superior to the story of 
Joseph, or that of Ruth and Naomi? 
What story of friendship like that of 
David and Jonathan? Or what por- 
trayal of a father’s grief over a way-{ 
ward son more touching than that of 
David, when he hears the tidings of 
the death of Absalom? Where can the 
lover of poetry find sweeter strains 
than those of the 23rd Psalm? What 
writer has ever soared to higher 
heights of poetic grandeur as has 
Isaiah, or the writer of the Book of 
Job? Testimony abounds on every 
hand, to the matchless genius of He { 
brew poetry, and the lofty conception 
that these writers enjoyed of things 
human and things divine. 

Then the books that have been pub- 
lished against the Bible, as time has 
passed, they have perished with their 
using. Infidels and atheists have lived 





and spent their days fighting the real 
Word of God. Their literature has 
perished. The Bible still lives, 

I heard this illustration and it im- 
pressed me very much. You may 
place a grain of wheat in the earthand 
beside it a $20,000 diamond. There is 
no comparison as to value. The dia- 
mond is worth so much more than the 
grain of wheat. The grain of wheat 
puts forth its tiny blades and if you 
will harvest it for twenty years and 
plant it all each time, it will buy ev- 
ery diamond in the world. The reason 
for this is the grain of wheat has life. 
The diamond does not increase in 
value. It has no life. 

The Bible differs from other books. 
(Put it down beside all the literature 
in the world, you might find that in 
value all other literature is far sur- 
passing, but this Book will live on af- 
ter other literature has perished. And 
even after the thousand years’ reign 
with Christ is over it will appear at 
the white throne judgment and there 
every man will have to give an ac- 
count, his life will have to measure 
to this Book because God isits Author. 
Holy men of old wrote this Book as 
they were moved and actuated by the 
Spirit and power of God. I tell you 
the teachings of the Book are sacred 
and men should be careful as to the 
construction they place on it. The 
Bible is plain, easily understood and 
means just what it says. 

TEACHINGS 

And what shall we say when it 
comes to the matter of religious teach- 
ings that are contained in this Book? 
Search in all the religious writings in 
the heathen world for anything that 
can be compared with the Ten Com- 
mandments. In all the world they 
have become the foundation of good 
law and government. No other code 
or morals in the world sets so lofty 
a standard nor has any other code of 
laws ever been framed, whose obser- 
vance so enhances the common good 
of mankind. Jesus said the sum of the 
Ten Commandments is to love the 
Lord with all thy heart and thy neigh- 
bor as thyself.

A GOOD HOME FOR CHILDREN 











I have been associated, more or less, 
for some time with the Orphanage 
work here in Cleveland, and am now 
staying on the Boys’ Farm, helping all 
I can. I wish to say that it is one of 
the best homes I have ever seen. I 
have been in other orphan homes, but 
I find that none are operated as well 
as this. I have been “in and out” at 
each home ever since the work start- 


.ed, and I find them kept neat and 


clean at all times. 

We have a real good farm for the 
boys (eight miles out from Cleveland) 
which has a nice dwelling house on 
it, two barns (full of hay), a good 
corn crib, and the farm is furnished 
with good implements. We have 
three good mules and one horse. A 
nice stream of water comes out from 
under the mountain and furnishes 
good, cold water for the farm. There 
is also a clean stream of water flow- 
ing thru the entire farm, furnishing 
good water for the stock. We have 
good meadows and pastures and have 
eight good cows and some fine jersey 
calves, and I find this an excellent 
place for good milk and butter. 

I have often told the boys it is like 
a paradise for them, and you can rest 
assured that the boys are in a good 
home. No one needs to be afraid of 
sending their children here, as they 
will have the best of care. As far as 
the controlling of the children is con- 
cerned, I find it good, and as stated 
above—I have been about the homes 
for over two or three years, and I 
find things going good. 

Brother and Sister Chambers and 
Sister Rice, who are at the Farm 
Home, are all good counsellors, And 
Sister Atwell, matron at the Chil- 
dren’s Home, is a good matron, also 
Sister Hazlewood, matron at the 
Girls’ Home, is doing her best. 

As I go up town I find that the 
lawyers and bankers, etc. are speaking 
well of the Home, and some business 
men have contributed as high as 
$25.00 a month to help us in this 
wonderful work. Just recently a drum- 
mer passing thru told us that we had 
the finest corn crop on the Boys’ 
Farm that he had seen in seven 
states, and the crop is being cultivat- 
ed by the boys (that is, those who 
are large enough to work), under the 
supervision of Brother L. C. Cham- 
bers, also I assist as much as I pos- 
sibly can. 

At the last singing convention held 
here at Cleveland the orphan children 
marched across the platform and sang 
a song, and it so touched the hearts 
of the vast crowd present that they 
contributed over one hundred dollars 
to the support of this work, and I

A God-called preach- 
er is as bold as a lion. He neither fears 
man nor devils. He has the nerve to 
preach it just like God gives it to him 
for he knows God is backing him up. 
A God-called preacher is as patient as 
an old ox. He will pull all day or all 
year, whichever the case my be, just 
as the Lord hitched him up and put 
him to pulling. 

He will glory in tribulations. He is 
longsuffering, plenteous in mercy, slow 
to anger, and will show kindness unto 
his enemies. Every opposition he 
meets with is only a stepping stone to 
heaven. A God-called preacher lives 
in heaven (for the Word said our con- 
versation was in heaven) and walks 
on earth; then when trials, hardships,

Job’s comforters were miserable com- 
forters because of the lack of Wisdom. 
I wonder sometimes if we are not like 
Job’s comforters when we are trying 
to comfort someone and do not under- 
stand their case. It is sometimes 
serious when the physiClan mistakes a 
disease and gives the wrong prescrip- 
tion, and so perhaps kills the patient. 
It is often the case when people are 
visited in regard to their spirituality, 
we mistake their disease. We want to 
comfort them on this line, whereas 
they don’t require any such comfort 
at all, and some of them would be bet- 
ter off left alone than spoiled by such 
unwise comforters as we are. But Oh, 
how WISE the Holy Ghost! He never 
mistakes. He takes the soul, lays it on 
the table, and dissects it in a moment. 
He'tinds out the root of the matter, He 
sees where the complaint is and then 
applies the knife where something is 
required to be taken away, or puis a 
plaster where the sore is. Oh how we 
need the WISE comforter to always 
guide us aright on these lines! How 
necessary it is tor us to be led of the 
Spirit, that the plaster may not be 
used where the knife ought to be used 
and the knife where the plaster ought 
to be used. 

‘then notice how SAFE a comforter 
He is. All comfort is not safe. Many 
tumes in what we thought to be great 
comtort was destruction close. Some- 
times it has been the case when some- 
one was under deep conviction. Others 
have rendered medical aid and suggest- 
ed arest at some pleasure resort or 
salitarium, when the needed comfort 
was to repent and pray through then 
iney would have plenty of rest and 
not need the medical aid either. When 
sick one time with chills and fever, 
aitferent ones would come around and 
tell me how they just had to wear it 
out, it lasted for months and months 
after they were prayed for. Others 
Suggested one remedy after the other. 
But the safe comfort to me was, God 
heals all manner of sickness and dis- 
ease, has healed, and is _ healing; 
we're praying tor you and when my 
faith cau begin to take hold of God for 
the healing of my body. Then I can 
begin to say, “Glory.” Sometimes we 
are advised to read such and such a 
book or magazine’ and maybe it is 
detrimental to our spiritual life and 
sometimes to our physical life. Some 
have been iulled to sleep by the devil 
saying, There is no use being so re- 
ligious, don’t make such a “to do” 
about repentance, don’t be so churchy. 
Then again he has come to men’s souls 
and consoled them by telling them 
they were all right and maybe never 
had repented, you don’t have to have 
the Holy Ghost. And then again, You 
are as good as other people. Many are 
hiding under these things today, or 
at least trying to. Many have been 
ruined by the cry of “Peace, peace” 
when there was no peace. Some have 
tried to make others believe that they 
had received the Holy Ghost when He 
did not speak for Himself; and the 
party that was seeking was not satis- 
fied because there was still a hunger- 
ing in their souls. Furthermore, they 
had not the joy they should have. 
Some have heard gentle things over 
and over until they have become hard- 
ened in their own ways and should 
hear things that would stir them to 
the quick. Men’s ruin often lurks in 
fair speeches and oratorical sentences. 
Cleopatra’s asp was brought in a bas- 
ket of flowers. But the Holy Ghost’s 
comfort is safe, and you may rest on 
it. Let Him give the cup of _ consola- 
tion and you may drink it to the bot- 
tom, for there are no dregs, nothing 
to intoxicate or ruin, it is all safe. 
Then we say, Oh what a SAFE com- 
forter! 

The Holy Ghost is an ACTIVE com- 
forter. He comforts by deeds and not 
only by words. Some comfort in this 
way, “Be ye warmed or be ye filled,” 
giving nothing. But the Holy Ghost 
gives, He gives us promises, He gives 
us grace, He intercedes with the 
Father, and He gives us comfort. He 
is always a SUCCESSFUL comforter. 
He never attempts what He’ cannot 
accomplish. And we meet with success 
when we let Him lead in our lives. 

He is an EVER PRESENT comfor- 
ter. He said, “I will never leave thee 
nor forsake thee.” When you need com- 
fort in your distress He is always near 
to help you. He is a present help in 
time of trouble. Then we are made to 
exclaim, Oh, how do so many people 
get along trying to live for God with- 
out this blessed Comforter? If you 
have not the experience, then you are 
falling far short of your privilege. 
What will you do when Jesus comes 
back after His saints for the Marriage 
Supper in the air?

Truth Crushed To Earth 
Will Rise Again 
see 

Many times we have heard the above 
quotation. Many times we have seen 
it tested, but we have yet to see it fail. 
Sometimes it may be long in rising but 
at last it rises again. 

Sometime during the state camp 
meeting, June 1930, at Wimauma, Fla. 
it was falsely stated that the writer 
of this testimony was  backslidden, 
and on the strength of this statement 
there were other false rumors circulat- 
ed. Some changes were made which 
has caused no little embarrassment, 
sorrow, and concern. We have at last 
succeeded in getting matters adjusted 
and a notice will appear in the Church 
of God Evangel which will clear me 
of any blame or responsibility for the 
change having been made. 

Now to those of my friends and 
brethren in the Church of God and 
others who may be concerned: I am 
writing this testimony that you may 
know my spiritual standing with the 
Lord. It has not been my purpose to 
mislead anyone or to appear to be 
more than I really am. Neither do I 
desire to be misjudged or believed to 
be a backslider when, as a matter of 
fact, I am not. 

In November 1909 God wonderfully 
saved, sanctified, and baptized me 
with the Holy Ghost. I felt God lead- 
ing me into His work, but beingscarce- 
ly more than a boy and very ignorant 
of His dealings with His people andno 
one to instruct me as to what I should 
do and thru fear and timidity, I held 
back, refused to walk in the light and 
naturally I backslid in just a few short 
months. But even tho, I were backslid- 
den, there was always that voice deep 
down in my soul crying to get back to 
God. No matter where I have’ been or 
how far away from Him I have gotten 
there has never been a day in over 
twenty years I have been satisfied 
without Him. I have made many at- 
tempts to get back to God and He has 
always met me more than half way. 
BUT THE GIFTS AND CALLING OF 
GOD AREWITHOUT REPENTANCE, 
See Rom. 11:29. Each time I have re- 
turned to Him I have promised to love, 
eerve and obey Him with all my heart, 
soul, mind and strength. But after- 
ward when He renews that “Go Ye” 
call, like Jonah I run the other way 
and always run into trouble. 

Sometime between the years of 1912 
and 1916 I backslid completely. I went 
DEEP, DEEP INTO SIN, but always 
that voice, I could never get away 
from it. Thark God! He always fol- 
lowed me no matter where I went. In 
December 1915 He crossed my path, 
with the last remains of my precious 
companion, and broke me up. I promis- 
ed to go all the way with Him. A year 
later on Christmas day, I received the 
Holy Ghost again. Oh what a day! I 
was so drunk on the Spirit that I am 
sure I must have acted in the same 
manner as the disciples did on the 
day of Pentecost. But again that “call” 
and again I did not go and again I lost 
Him. Rom. 11:29. 

Since that time I have lived up and 
down, and most of the time down. 
Sometimes on the mountain top, some- 
times in the valley, sometimes in ac- 
tive service for Him, and again all 
the way from Him. But still that voice 
called me to return, 

Sometime between the years of 1920 
and 1924 I gave away to the devil and 
he led me into serious trouble. But 
God delivered me and again I decided 
to follow Him all the way, and accord- 
ingly, prepared to go to Cleveland, 
Tenn. to Bible School. As I look back 
now to that time I am sure that I was 
not more than in a justified state, if 
that. But God met me there and many 
times He wonderfully blessed me. 
Sometimes I have thought I was sanc- 
tified. But in all these years of run- 
ning to and from God I had become 
confused and bewildered and my will 
powers of resistance had become so 
impaired that it seemed I would never 
hold out any more. I have never given 
up since my first term of Bible School, 
1923-24. Many times these latter years 
I have sinned against Him but I 
would not give up but would cry and 
call on God until I know I am forgiven. 

Sometime in April or May of 1929, 
while attending a Sunday evening ser- 
vice at Cocoanut Grove, God’s power 
came down andI was wonderfully 
blest, but I am frank to say I am not 
sure what kind of benefit I received or 
whether I received any one of the first 
two works of grace at all. I do know 
that I did not receive the Holy Ghost. 

I attended the June camp meeting, 
1929, at Wimauma and there I’m sure 
I was sanctified. The power of the 
Lord was on me greatly and I spoke 
in a stammering tongue. God surely 
did bless my hungry soul in that meet- 
ing. I came away satisfied that I had 
the Holy Ghost again. But after hear- 
ing two sermons on the evidence of the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost I decided 
that my stammering tongue was not 
sufficient evidence of His abiding pres- 
ence. I was afraid to say I had Him 
and more afraid to say I didn’t. Oh I 
didn’t want to grieve Him any more! 
But I began to seek again and from 
that time I decided I did not have 
Him I began to lose my overcoming 
power. Many times I have displeased 
Him. Many times I have sinned. But 
I still deny the charge that I am or 
have been backslidden for more than 
fifteen months FOR I HAVE NEVER 
GIVEN UP THE FIGHT. I KNOW I 
am SANCTIFIED RIGHT NOW, and 
moreover, I have been so near’ the

Lord has done great things for me 
whereof I am giad. I am an American, 
born in Brooklyn. N. Y., and born 
again at the age of eight at a Holiness 
Camp meeting in the mountains of 
New York State. It was a rainy Sun- 
day morning about 10:30 a. m. when 
my eyes were opened to the light of 
the Gospel. From then on I have been 
following the Lord as His light has 
shined upon my path way. 

At the age of nineteen I was gradu- 
ated from the Mount Vernon Commer- 
cial High School. Worked at the 
national City Bank of New York City 
for eight months, handling sums of 
money and trusted by my employers.
